So Chrilt himſelfe is accuſed to be an ene- 
micto Ceſar, as if his Kingdomeand C2ſars could not 
ſtand together. So Feremie, a man of that publique ſpi- 
rit,that he melted himſelfe into teares for the common 
cauſe, yet heis accuſed to be a conſpirator again(t the 
State, It was ſo with David, though he had ventured 


his life for the common ſafety, in that combare with 
G-liab,

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Goliab, yet Sams flatterers preſent him to Sal, ay 
man diſaffcfted to the weale publique, It was fo with - 
E/jar a man who was indeed the chariots of Iſrael and 
the horſemen thereof, yet he is charged to his face by 
Ahab to be the troubler of Iſrael. 

It ſeemes it is the genie of Religion,to be thus ſcan» 
dalized in all ages, but thetruth is, Religious menare 
the belt Common-wealthsmen, as this Do&rine hath 
proved,and beft friends to the Charch and ſtate where- 
in they live, the very ſupporters, and hofders up of 
Kingdomes, they who are,not onely peaceable inthe 
Land, bur peace-makers,and peace- from the 
God of Pcace ; andyet, as leud people baſtards, 
and then lay them at other mens doores, ſo the incen- 
diarics ot the world, who like the Sea, cannot be qui- 
et, but are enemies unto peace, raiſe commotions and 
combultions in ſtates, and then lay the fault on them 
who leait delerveit. It was ſo in Hamans time, he was 
the great kKindle-coalc himſelfe, and yet ſee how he ac+ 
culed the poore people of the Fewer,who lived quietly , 
T bere are a rebellious people amongſt us (faith he) who will 
not obey the K ings Lawes, and it is not for the we. 4 - » 
to ſuffer them , No doubt it did exceedingly grieve Afor- 
decai, and the reft of the Jexves, to lie ander Tuichan 
aſperizon, but God found a time and meanes to cleare 
their innocencie, and to diſcover the grand troubler, 
and peace-breaker, as the ſtory ſhowes. And fo God 
will in his good time finde out all Church, and ftate- 
troublers, who ſtand in the gappe indeed, but in a bad 
_ to keepe it from cloſing, and to make the breach 
wider, 

lt was faid of ſore of the Counfellers of Aroclian, 


that by them the good and honeſt ; who 
might know ing, but what chey pleaſed to in- 
forme him, was even and ſold, So many good 
Princes, well inclined by theic owne natural} diſpetiti 


08s, are often infinitely abuſed by falfe 
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and many times learne at laſt by fad experience, who 
be their true friends, and who their enemies; in the 
meane time, all that are true-hearted Iſraelites, mutt 
commit their cauſe to God, and labour not by words 
onely, but by deeds to convince the (landers of their 
adverſaries. That itis poſſible tor ſome men to carry 
foule hearts under painted habits, and pretend Religi- 
on, and intend lion, none will deny; but Reli- 

jon hath no principles of ſedition, or rebellion in it, 
- all that are taught of God, are alwayes friends to 
the pablique good, that which runnes molt in their 
mindes,is the welfare of Iſrael. 

In theſecond place, this Do&rine may reprove di- 
verſe ſorts of men : 

Firlt, Thoſe baſe and unworthy ſpirits, who, as if 
they were borne onely for themiclves, live onely to 
themſelves ; make onely themſelves the center of all 
their aimes, and ations, have no publique thoughts, 

ublique endeavours, ſeeke not at all the publique wel 
are, butthe feathering of their owne private netts, is 
their utmoſt end: ſome there are who minde not the 
publique cauſe at all, rhey care not what dam 
come tothe weale publique,ſo they may ſucke to them» 
ſelves thereby ſome private advantage; nay ſome care 
not though whole Kingdomes be ſet on fire, fo they 
may warme themſelves by the flames thereof. 

Secondly, thoſe alſo are tu be reproved,who though 
they be not aftors in the common hurt, yet arc abet- 
tors, or at lea(t, not oppoſers: How many men in place 
and authority, have thereby opportunity to ſtop much 
evill, and to doe much good for the common cauſe, it 


they had hearts,but they have no courage for the truth 
as the Prophet ſpeakes: men can appeare for them- 
ſelves, and appeare for their triends, but not for God, 
or for the publique cauſe ; O that men would beleeve 
that neutrality in this caſe, is all one with G——_ 
Curſt ye Meroz, curſe the ——_ thereof, 
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come not forth to belpe, ſilence is notalwayes conſent, bur 
when we ought to ſpeake it is, when God fſerts a man 
in place, and gives abiliry, and offers him opportuni. 


* ty tO ſhow hiniſclfein a good cauſe, then and there for 


a man to doc nothing, is todvue evill,and ro make him- 
(clfe guilty of all the hurt that poſſibly might have been 
prevented, it hee had don: what was in his power to 
doe. This may be applycd to every ane whom Gad 
bath called to any publique imployment, and given 
opportunity unto, to doeany publique ſervice; if ye 
doe not for the Church, tor the Common-wealth, 
what ye may doc, ye betray it, and what ever hurt the 
troublers of 1frae/ doc,w hom ye have notto your pow- 
er oppoſed, will be {ct upon your ſcore. 

Thirdly, This reproote may yet be brought downe 
lower, even to men of private condition, wee heard 
that even ſuch ought to have publique ſpirits, and not 
minde onely their owne things, but the publique 
caule. 

Bat how many among us even in theſe ſtormie and 
tumalmous times, when the whole ſhip of Church 
and State, is in danger to be drowned, how many of 
us like Jonab, are alleepe |till 7 and minde nothing, 
hay nothing to heart,put to no hand to helpe the com- 
mGn cauſe? Alas, (ye will ſay ) we ſtand low, what 
can wedoe? I tell yon, every one of yon, may and 
ought to doe ſomething tor the common cauſe, as the 
Matter of the (hip ſaid to Joreb, what meane!t thou, 
O (leeper? ariſe, call upon thy God that we periſh nor. 
We are all balje, and is this a time for thee to ſkeepe? 
doe ſomething to helpe, it thou canit not (it at the 
lterne, nor handle the ropes and cacklings, nor man- 
nage the Oares, yer thou mayeltpray ; atleaſt call up» 
on thy God, that we periſh not; VW hat a ſadthing is 
it to conſider, that though the dangers of Charch and 
Stare, are at this time ſo great, that the greateſt wile- 
dome in the Kingdome, knowes not where to begin to

How little doe we in theſe ticring times, towards the 
carrying on of the great worke of Reformation? We 
areready to cal unto the greatAſſembly of State, Lord, 
Knights, Gentlemen, helpe us for the Lords ſake, helpe 
us now by your wiſdome, by your courage, by your 
counſell, helpe to fettle our Peace, to make up our 
breaches, to prevent our dangers, or we are kn; ; 
And thoſe Worthies,and Heads of our Tribes, on the 
other (ide, are readie to cry backe againe to us, doe 
you helpe too, or we can doe nothing; the worke is 
100 m_y for us, we find great rubbes in our way,while 
we are labouring the publique good : great Mountaines 
which we can neither remove aor leape over, we are at 
altand, helpe by your ſtrong cries and (trivings in 
Prayer to God for ns, that he would open a way, or 
we cannot helpe : the preſent dangers are beyond the 
SKill of the wile{t Pilots, unldſ God himlelteallay the 
windes and ftormes which ariſe ſtill more and more, 
unldle God helpeus to caſt overboord, thole Fonaſſes, 
Which are yet too hard for us, allour _— and tug» 
ging cannot bring the Ship to land, all will miſcarrie 
when we have toyled our (elves tothe utmolt. 

Beloved, this is the voyce of thoſe who fi at the 
Helme; the voyce of our Parliament-worthies,and yet 
bow many of the people of this Land, yea, of this Cir 
ty, areſtill aſleepe, and will nor heare this voyce, nor 
be affeted with the preſent dangers, aay, how many 
among us are ſo farre from helping our Parliament» 
Worthies, in their promoting the common good, that 
they doe what they can to hinder them, by _ 
their intentions, dEregarding what they propound, 
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what they order ; pulling backward all they can, not 
affording them a good word for all their paines and 
care, _ colt, and hazarding daily their very lives for 
the publique ſafetic, yer how little all this is regarded 
by many, and how ill requited, I cannot ſpeake with» 
ont gricfe and ſhame;the Lord lay not this ſin to owr charge. 
Thoſe people are farre from promoting the publi 
good, who doe what they can to diſ-hearten, and diC. 
courage | thoſe who arc promoting it. That for re 
proote. 

Let us nowin the Jaſt place, beexhorted and per. 
{waded, for Gods ſake, tor our owne ſake, for the 
Churches ſake, forthe Kingdomes ſake, tor Poſterities 
ſake, now at length to looke about us, and ſce which 
way it is poſſible for any ot us to contribute any helpe 
to the common cauſe, and let us ſet about it, conti- 
dering that all our private concernements wil! be lofle, 
it the publique milcarrie, 

O | wo great men in publique place, and Noble men 
would ſhew Noble Spirits, and with good Nebemiah, 
improve all their greatneſle, and interelt, at Court tor 
the publique good ! O that all the repreſentative bo- 
die of the Kingdome, would ſhew themſelves more 
and more, to be men ot publique aimes! we may pray 
for the publique cauſe, they can ſpeake for it, plead for 
it, attor it ; Oh that every one of them would conf 
der what they are intruſted with! Me thinkes not one 
vf thera ſhould dare to betray that trult, but rather ha- 
zardall in a faithfull diſcharge of it, as Heſter did, If 
1 periſh, I periſÞ, it is the cauſe of God, of Religion, 
ot the whole Kingdome, it is better to doe worthily, 
and periſh for aKingdome, than unworthily, and pe= 
rith with a Kingdome. 

And you worthy Citizens, eſpecially who are in any 
publique place, take to you rabliqueſs irits ; This Ci« 
tie is trucly ſaid to be thelooking-glaiſe for the whole 

Kingdome todreſle it ſelfe by ; the whole A" * 
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hath from time to tinie beene beholding to you both 
tor your helpe and for your example ; Ye being a great 
and verie conſiderable bodie, niay doe much ; muchto 
diſcourage the common enemies, much to encourage 
our Parliament-Worthies, by your countenance, 'and 
concurrence of your mindes and hearts with them, by 

our aſſiſtance, by your ſtrength, by your purſes: Yee 
= done much alreadie, we bleſſe God for you, and 
we bleſſe you in the name of the Lord, and the Lord 
bleſſerh youz and will blefſe you ; be not wearie of 
well-doing. Now Irelandcalls for your helpe,the fire is 
begunae there,and who knows whether it may burne, 
if it be not timely quenched ? thoſe Romiſh Ignatians,, 
and antichriſtian brood, have begunne thatfire there, 
who duubtleſſe are blowing thecoales at thistime here 
amonglt us alſo. Well, God hath brought all their

tore Dauid keeps this merhod,not only in this Plalme, 
but in the 51, Plalme, hee farlt begges pardon for his 
owne linnes, and makes his owne peace with God,and 
then in thecloſe of the Plalme, petitioneth for Sjor 
and 7eruſalem, the publique caute , The blind man in 
the Goſpell, ſaw this truth, that God hearernot ſinner , 
that is, impenitent {tnners, they who hide their owne 
ſoares, (ball never prevaile to heale others ; God had 
relpeR firit to Abel, and then to his offering : and the 
golden Scepter of fayour is firſt held out to Heſter her

people, Beloved, this is to be thought on, our pray- 
crs will not prevaile with God for making up the 
lique breaches, ſo long as the private differences be- 
tween God and our awne Soules remaine tincompoſed;

who as ſome lay, uſe good prayers, away with them, 
(Si Magicity Dems non lt tales, ſtipiz, non per takes) if 
they be magicall prayers, God will heareno ſuch peri- 
tions, it they be holy prayers, yet God will heace no 
ſuch petitioners: every one can apply this to the pur- 
poſe in hard. 

Secondly , Take this further dire&ion, who ever 
wogld pray aright for I/raels deliverance from trou- 
bles, mutt get a Heart affeffed with, and bleeding for 1- 
racls trowbler , none are fit to pray for the publique cauſe 
but they who have publique ſpirits, and can make the 
publique weale or woe their owne , wee many times 
want words in this cafe, becauſe wee want affeftions, 
commonly deepe inward impreflions doe cauſe large 
outward expreſſions z; this hath made the Saints of 
God begge as —_—_— the common caule, as they 
coald have done for their owne lives.

where they ſpare no cruel:yto anyScxeltate 
or degree whatſoever,-and taat even upon the Lurds 
day: on which day itthey are nor ſhedding of bloud, 
thev have meetings of piaycs-2armaing,paſtimes, bag- 
pipes,drinking,ana abominable venery, and wanton- 
neſle in every place where they come. 

Vron St.eAndrewes day lait,beingthe 30 of Nov. 
1641 .there pitched about the number of 300 Rebels 
in armies neare Logreaes,and eArtaure,who marched 
with Spaniſh Cullors, and Armes in their Antient, 
and 100 more pitched neare Temenage, who hovered 
upand downe about the woods and villages therea- 
bours,ſecking an opportur.i-y ro worke their wicked 
deſignes, 

Their intent was (as it was corceived) to march 
to Vort Omnie to ſurprize the Earle of Clanrictaras 
houſe, and to take aivay, and overthroiy his forces 3 
which conſiſt of an hundred horſe,andas many foor, 
waich is the beſt ſtrength thereabouts : bur it ſeems 
that their intent was as well: to ſurprize the Caſtle 
of Logrags,and the Fort of Callnay alſo,as well is the 
forces of the ſaid Earle, but they were prevertcd at 
that time,

The faid Caſtle of L7gerage,and the Fort of Calwgy 
- were in great danger to have beene berrayed intothe 
hauds ot the Rebels, by ſome popiſh ſouldiers, with 
certaine popithly affe&ted Gentlemen andMarchants 
that were inhabirants there . 

They conſpired a plot with rhe Reels, in which 
plor they intcnded a bloudy detign in cruell manner, 
agaiaſt the Caſtle,Fort,and townes thereabout,wher- 
in had they accompliſhed their deſigues,t1eywould, 
as t is. jultly feared, bin as cruell tothe Proteſtants 
therc a5 they arc in other places thcreabouts, 

To coatcive this Plot covertly and ſuttlely not to 
be taken notice of,they had co:.trived a way to ſtreng» 
then themſclves with Ammunition from Frazcetor 
rhere were there enhabiring certainMarchants, vhoſe 
ſhips were come from thence laden with falt : The 
comming of witich hips,as 2t do:h appeare, were an 
It:m tothe Rebels, to give them notice of the time, 
wiiich cauſed them thea ro march into thoſe parts, 
as it is coaccive1., Theſe ſhips being laden wita falr, 
were preſcntly gone abour to be unladed, to which 
Office, were picked out by the Marchants, ſuch who 
they thought kitreft for that ſecrecie: yer were there 
diſceracd by the Officers , to bee brought fromthe 
ſhips, muskers and fwords :- which being diſcovered 
totheProteſtans rthere,the matter was further ſought 
into, and it was found, that there were brought over 
from France, buryed inthe ſalt, beſide the ſaid mul- 
kers and Fvords,divers ether Ammunition for war 3 
brought over, 2s is conceived, for to ſtrengthen the 
Reels acainſt the Proteſtants, or at leaſt the Papiſts 
thereabout to aſſiſt them in the betrayingup of thoſe

keepe on foot the Liberties of his SubjeRs, is by that gene- 
rall Councell (as now by w Majeitics gracious favour hap- 
pily met together > of the whole Land preſented in ſome 
particulars for that end, and that this hath beene the readic!t 
way of providing convenient fupplics for the Princes occal- 
ons, and neceſſities, tor redrefling the Countrics grievances, 
and puniſhments of capirall Offenders; neither can there be 
any other meanes deviled, whereby to levy greater ſammes of 
money tor the Kings uſemore ſpeedily, or with like cheare- 
fullnefſe, and in fuch manner, that no perſon ſhall have juſt 
cauſe to complaine, or be {o impoveriſhed, bur apon another 
occalion (hall be able and willing to give againe, whereas 
(whatſoever others proje& or per[wade to the contrary taxes 
and impoſitions enforced on the Subje& in an extravidinary 
manner, and way, are ( experience too well ſheweth it) an- 
willingly, and but in part, with a great deale of murmurand 
grudging from thoſe which arc leaſt able to beare extorted.

reproved them, as ſome that know me well, and things 
that T have writ, c2n witnefle. 

Nevertheleſſe, this 1 contefſe, that not onely for five or 
ſix yeares paſt , but for thee five or fix and thirty yeares, 
lince the time that it pleaſed God of his gracious good-

If in this I have offended againſt the law of the Church 
of England, Þ have offended it, I contefſe, but I doe ſup- 
poſe, nay, I verily beleeve there is no law in this Chriſt 
an Kingdome, now at this time, forbidding theſe things, 
In the times of Papittry, it was not held lawfall for the 
Scripwresto be Ithe Engliſh Language, nor for the lay 
peoplero reade the ſame, But thankes be to God, it is not 
ſonow, thoſe _ of deſolation are ſhortned in this 
Realme according to the word of Chriſt as he foretold 
laying, Bwt far the elctt ſake thoſe dayes ſhall be ſhortnes. 
The Scriptures wherein the light of the truth and way of 
ſalvation is conteined and held forth, which by Anti- 
chriſt and his Chacch hath beene ſo long obſcured, are 


by 
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by the Lawes and Authoritie of this Land tranſlated into 
our owne native tongue, and by the fame Authoritie, all 
men young and old, have free libertic to reade and confi- 
der the ſame,to talke and conferre thereof one neighbour 
with another ; and as the men of Berea after they had 
heard Paw! preach did fearch the Scriptures daily;ſo may 
wedoe after we have heard ; and as Timothy did know 
the Scriptures of a childe, which were able to make him 


* wiſeunto ſalvation, ſo may weeeven of children know 


the Scriptures, Therefore we are greatly bound to be 
hankfall unto God for this ineſtimable treaſure, and for 


thoſe his ſervants, who have beene the meanes of this 
great good unto us. And God forbid, that ever the Au- 
oritie or Law of this Chriſtian Kingdome ſhould pro- 


hibit the ſame againe, 
So that whereas Sreven Deniſon and his witneſles doe 


charge me that I have oftentimes taken upon me to ex- 
d ſundry places of Scripture, . a teacher or inſtru- 

r to many perſons, &c. They charge me very fal(l 
for I never did otherwiſe then as one Chritian x 
bour or friend may and ought to doe to and with ano- 
ther ( (© far forth as God hath given him grace and un- 


derſtanding ) as I have fayd. 


But becauſe it will be conceived, that all this that hath 


been ſaid and done againſt me,was not for nothing, ] mult 
therefore requeſt the favour and patience rhe Renter 


to give me leave to relate the beginning and ground of 


all . which was this ; 
Firſt, it is true, I confeſſe, I did and doe till hold as a 


maine txuth of the Goſpel of Chriſt ( contrary, asita 
peareth, to M*, Deniſon )that repentance doth neceſſarily 
oe before remiſſion of finnes, and ſo betore jultify 

aith alſo, as well as before jultification or remiſſion; a 
this, I confeſſe, I have endeavoured to maintaine againſt 
ſome that have held the contrary. Which thing M*. De-

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damnable error, a familiſticall poynt of doftrine, and 
that nune but Frilifs held it , and naming me often by 
name and by trade, as if I were the Author thereof, and 
charged me alſq with many other things very falſe,vilde, 
and wicked. And this was before he began his ſuite in 
Court againſt me, and not at all knowing me, or ny 
once ever ſpokep with me.but being onely informed 

ſet on by his two firſt witneſſes Thomſon and Rogers, as 
Thomſon afterward acknowledged. 

T heſe two Thow '0n and Rogers, are men that I wasne- 
ver acquainted of converſant with, either in one kinde or 
other ; neither have ] ever been in their company, but 
by their owne ogcaſion or procurement, or ſome of their 
owne or MF. Deni/en: ſociates, and alwayes with ſome 
others with they, and under pretence of retuting the fore- 
mentioned poynt of repentance before juſtifying faith, 
which I held, on, (after M* Deniſon had begun fo in his 
Pulpi:s ) under clour of friend(hip, as ſeeming to bede- 
firous to know my minde in matters of Religion more 
fully, to theend they might informe Mr.D.thereof right- 
ly, and ſoftay his proceedings in his Pulpits; for this 
Thomſon and Rogty: were his ſpeciall devotaries and in- 
ward with him, ! | 

I fay under theſe forementioned pretences,they procu- 
red me into theirgompany three or foure times, which I 
for my part never.ſought. And when I was in their com- 
pany , they or ſome of their fellowes ſpake as much or 
more then, andieſpecially M'. Robyowgh, who for molt 
part of the times was one with them; and the ſpeech was 
notin any mannef of teaching or expounding as a tea» 
cher or inſtruRer for my part eſpecially, but in the way 
of reaſoning and anſwering to their queſtions and de» 
mands;and the chigfe matter was concerning repentance, 
which I hold for aiprinciple of truth, is _ muſt be be- 
forejuſtitying faith;; I Gay not all kinde of faith, but juſti- 
fying onely, We nhuſt repent,thart is to ſay, retarne from 
the pleaſures of our;vaine and evill wayes,and ſinnes,to a 
; rruc 
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true and deepe ſorrow and mourning for the ſame,and in 
humblenefſe and contrition of my confefle them unto 
God, and like the Publican, ſtanding a far off, a3not da- 
ring (becauſe of our finnes and vildneſſe) to looke up to 
heaven , but ſmiting our breſt as truly confounded, ear- 
neſtly deſire God to be mercifull to us finners. This re- 
ip being a principle of Chriſt, and part of the Go- 

|, doe I hold, is and muſt be beforejuſtifying faith; as 
theſe Scriptures doe declare, Marth, 4. 17. Mar. 1. 15. 
Loh, 24.47. +At 2, 38, At 3.19. Att5.31, eAtt.r;, 
23, 24 eff. ng. 4. Lak 18.13, 14, Which M'. Re 
ay cheers . their chiefe diſputer, denied, and oppoſed 
asa damnable errour ; denied, I ay, repentance to be be- 
fore juſtifying faith , but acknowledgingit to be before 
juſtification and remiſſion of finnes ; for hemaketh repen- 
tance and ſanfification ( meaninga holy and new life ) 
to be both one, and will have them to fall in and come 
betweene juſtifying faith and juſtification, asin the wri> 
ting which he before in his depoſition mentioneth, paſſed 
betweene him and me, is to be ſeene; as if juſtifying faith 
could be one moment of time,without or before wafliica- 
tion or remiſſion of finnes, which are 1n effeR both one;

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And Hewy Rebrowyh, he ſayth not that T have often 
times taken upon me to expound (undry places of Scrip.

they, having all ope and the ſame ground , hereby feem- 
ing to have ſome more honeſty in him. But that I pro» 
felle my ſelte to bea man able, and ſets downe the reaſon 
thereoftobe , becauſe I have oppoled ſome Miniſters in 
diſputation, naming himſelte onely,and the _—_— 
palſed berweene him and me, for proofetherect. . 
as, as it is well knowne, he was the man that defared it, 
and promiſed faire and friendly proceeding, though he 
now hath thewed himſelfe otherwiſe; and mentioning al- 
ſo my printed es, aSin his depoſition, for further 
ground, As if a man may not reaſon, or diſpute with a 
Minifter,nor fpeake or write of Religion,or of the Scrip» 
tures, but he ntaketh upon him as a teacher or in- 
ſtrufter,and profeſſeth himſelte to be a man able ; for this 
is the thing Robromgh drives at, as well as Thomſon and 
Rogers, to prove againſt me to the Court ; which for my 
arts I never did prbfefſe, nor takeupon me , although I 
mn" man may through the grace and gift of be 
in ſome meaſure able, that dareth preſume to take the of- 
fice, name, or profeflion of a Teacher or Inſtrufter upon 
him, And ſuch gifts of God,as to peghoih if inaman 
of the loweſt » Place, or calling in the Church of 
God, Shepheard, Clown, Carpenter,or other,oughr not 
tO be dilpiſed or enyied at for his low eſtate,or meanneſſe 
of his perſon ſake, Nay, a greater Meflenger of God then 
ever M*, Robrowgh was or will be, ſayd once of ſome that 
for the ſame cauſes were ſo: envied, and complained of 
I would that not onely they , but the whole hoft of Iſracl did 
prophecy. And S*, Paul without excepting the mea- 
nett artificer, Defirt the beſt gifts, and chiefly that yee may 
prophecy, M*. Robrowyh forgets that they were but envi- 
ous ſcurners, though Scribesand Phariſes, who once up- 
on ſuch tearmes, ſoflighted and difpiſed the Lord _= 
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ſelfe, his works and words. So that M.R,comes nothing 
ſhort of Thom/on and Rogers in falſe witnes-bearing and 
ſcorning; I will not equall him with the old Scribes and 
Phariſes, becauſe of the honour and grace of him whom 
they ſodiſpiſed. 

And for Nichsl/on, the other witneſſe,a man that I was 
never in any ſort converſant with,nor have had one halfe 
houres time of ſpeech with in my life , whoſe teltimony 
therefore is altogether as he hath heard and beleeverh, 
and fo, what he hath heard and belecveth, he preſumeth 
to ſweare; what thoſe new or ſtrange poynts of dodteine 
are, in his depofition, he nameth not, nor any one of 
thoſe ſundry perſons that I ſhould expound the Scrip- 
tures unto, Whom he calls my proſelites and followers, 
and mie their Teacher in matter of dorine. But howfo- 
ever, though his depoſition be but upon heareſay onely, 
and as he verily h, yet the Court hath ſo credited 
his ceſtimony, that the moſt of the words and matters of 
this firſt accuſation in the ſentence, are m =—_ and 

ounded chi n his depoſnion ; and ſo he is and 
will be rakiryy + ce witnefle like the ret, and the Coure, 
I ſuppoſe, cannot be exculed, but I referre all tothe un- 
de ing Reader to judge how rightly I have been 
dealt withall by my accuſers and the Courr, 


But now let me yer give theReader 'a little further to 


underſtand, That Mr, Dexiſox began bis ſuite in 
Court againſt me, after he bad begun to zevile me in his 
Pulpits, and I having uſed all meanes both by writing 
friends of his and my ownto ſpeake with him, to in- 
forme him rightly of things concerning any ſelfe and ny 
minde in matters of Religion, before forne men of under- 
ſtanding, that they might heare and difcerne truly there- 
of, and ſo pacific him, and ſtay his violent courſe, and 
could by no meancs obtaine cither the one or the other, 
but that he till perfiſted both at Cree-(, burch and great 
Allhallowes for neere halfe a yeare together , reviling me 
by namein moſt bicter manner,calling we Viper,Serpear,' 


Heretique, 


—— 
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Heretique, Familift, and many other vile reproachfull 
and ſcandalous names,unſeemly to be ſpoken,and ſhame- 
full co be uttered by a Miniſter in a Pulpit, and charging 
me with many very falſe and wicked things, and ſaying 
to the people , This is one Erheringron a Box-maker,whi. 
ther he be dead or alive with God or the devill, I cannot 
cell, I know him ngt-if I meet him in my diſh, &c. And 
utterly refuſing ſtillto be ſpoken with, gave out in his 
Pulpit, as a flat denjall, ſaying, Muſt 7 ſpeake with every 
Heretique before 1 may reprove him openly , nay, it hath been 
rold me by them of the howſhold of Cloe , and I beleeve it tobe 
He. 
Then I being much urged and provoked by reaſon of 
ſome that began to tonceive and ſay, If things were not 
ſo, and that I were not ſuch a one as he had charged me 
to be, I would complaine, Hereupon, I confefle, did 
complaine by Petition to Do&or Aartin, whowas then 
Chancellor (for fo T was adviſed) certifying him how 
matters had paſſed.and requeſting that he wonld ſend for 
M-.Deniſon,and examine the reaſon of his ſo ſtrange and 
unlawfull proceedings, and to tay the ſame,and appoint 
that the things of di ce in opinion, or howſoever, 
might be heard before ſome Miniſters , if he thought te; 
to which he anſwered , You have brought me here a 
{trange Petition, I know MF. Deniſon to be a yery honeſt 
manyl know not you, I will not fend for him Dsc _—_ 
Then as thinking jt but my dutle to ſecke to the Rulers 
of the people, wholl office is to defend the innocent, and 
to rebuke the offenders, and as hoping ſtill things would 
be heard, examined, and ended in peace. I did complaine 
to the Biſhop of Lon#ox ro the ſame effet, who granted 
my Petition, and ſenit for M7 Desiſon, who at the time 
appointed came, bringing with him his friend M*. Xo- 
browgh, to aſſiſt himy And (o the Biſhop having queſtio+ 
ned ſomething about the matter, and a little blami 
him, ſpake whento have another time of hearing, whic 
M:. Deniſon preſently oppoſed, ſaying, I meant to have 


had 
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had him into the high Commiſſion Court, if he had not 
prevented me, D*, Martin being alſo there preſent, and 
ſpeaking to his ſe, as his ſpeciall friend furthering 
his motion, the Biſhop anſwered, yon may then doe fo 
yer; which when Þ perceived, and that MF, D. had ſuch 
a triend of D'. Afartin, I did with as much ſpeed as Fcould 
Petition to the Archbiſhop of C ei er ao 1. him 
alſo how things had paſſed.and requeſting that he would 
be pleaſed to ſend for M*.D. and appoint that the matter 
might be heard & ended without faite of Law,if it mighe 
be. To which he anſwered, that M*. D, had been with 
him the day before, and ſhewed him a ſcrowle of ftrange 

things againſt me, and ſo contradifory one to another, 
as never was knowne to be in any Heretique whatſoever, 
and that he though it not poſſible therefore they could 
be all erue, yet told me that he had Letters mifſive gran- 
ted him, but willed me to be at the Court the next thurſ- 
day, and he would order that I ſhould cleere my ſelfe ac- 
cording to my owne conſcience upon my oath ; which 
accordingly was done ; whereat M'. D. murmured, and 
ſaid, My Lord, I have witnefles that will ſweare againſt 
him ; to which the Biſhop anſwered, Peradventure you 
may have two or three evill perſons that will ſweare and 
cauſe a man that is irinocent to be condemned, he ſhall 
cleere himſelfe upon his cath. And fo TI did according to 
the order, give into the Regiſter Office full an{wers upon 
oath to all Sreven Deniſon: Articles,which are tobe ſeen. 

This being done, and M- Deniſon perceiving, that ] was 

tO be cleered thereupon, and ſeeing that matters would 

then fall foule with him,and having no wzy to heale him- 
ſelfe, but by wounding and ſuppreſſing me, moved to the 

Court, vehemently affirming that I was a Familiſt, and 

would forſweare and deny all — publique which | 

held and did in private, ſaying I have twenty witneſſes 
that will ſieare againſt him. Whereupon D', Md. itood 
up, and ſpake ſo to the furthering of his motion, as that 


the Archbiſhop was turned againſt me ; way was given

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him, the order of my clearing upon my oath was croſſed, 
my anſwers to hs articles rejefted,and never might come 
to the view or hearing of the Court And ſo his Witneſſes 
being all of cherp either thoſe his aſſociates and deyota- 
ries which fir{t ſet him on, as aforeſaid, or ſuch as he had 
in his Pulpit ( three or foure dayes before he was to goe 
before the Biſhop of Londoa) charged to affilt him, tay. 
ing, Whoſoever hath any thing againſt 7ohn Ethering. 
ton, let him come to my Chamber to morrow by eight a 
clock; As yeeloyethe Miniſters of God, now ſtand for 
them, for they gage about tofilence all the good Miniſters 
in the Citie, iuch as by this meanes, and by his dili 
ſearch and __ through the Citie,partly by faire per- 
ſwaftons, partly by threatnings, had gathered together 
to conſpire againſt me ; laying alſo plots tO get me into

Court againſt him till his ſuite againſt me were ended, 
Then after his Witneſſes had beene examined, I had 
upon motion a Defence granted me ; but King 7am*s 
then dying, the great plague ok. peltilence immediately 
enſuing, the Court for a yeare or thereabout cealing, 
and I ſuppoſing that he my adverſary ( as being by this 
time in conſcience gebuked, had let fall his ſuite, and I 
not willing of my;ſclfe, to ſtirre the matter up againe, 
partly, becauſe of the great charge, and for that I ſaw he 
was, by reaſon of is great triends in Court, too _ 
; or

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for me, though I knew my cauſe to be better then his ) 
I negleRed it, he prevented me, the matter was ordered 
to ſentence before I knew or thought it was once againe 
called upon ; after which, though in all humbleneſſe, I 
moved and requeſted ſeverall times for a defence, I could 
not have it granted, Door Martin his voice, which fo 
greatly ſwayeth the Court as at other times,ſo now like» 
wiſe withiltood me, and fo upon the laſt Court day. of 
Michaelmas tearme 1626. the Depoſitions of M*, Deni- 
ſons Witneſſes were by his Councell read, and as their 
manner is, aggravated againſt me to the Court, and [ was 
cenſured without any defence or permillionto be heard 
ſpeake for my ſelfe. 

This hath been the beginning, proceedins and proſe- 
cution of this buſinefſe and = hicherto, which being 
fiſt knowne and conſidered, will make all things more 
plaine and cleare to be underſtood, The reſt ofthe mat- 
ters conteined in the ſentence, and the teſtimonies of the 
Witneſſes, which ſtand for proofe, with my defence unto 
them, follow,

ly, and haye oppoſed and reproved ſuch as have fo done 
and beene 1o atfeted, as ſome can witnelte, although [ 
confeſle 1 have beens free, and alwayes ready to ſpeake 
to my neighbour and friend, and children, &c, whatſc-

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the Anabaptiſts opinions is » So that of neceſſity there 
mult be ſome more excellent thing or things beſides 
outward Ordination and outward Baptiſme to make a 
truc Miniter and a true Chriſtian in Gods account, 

Neither were the words ſpoken or given in a private 
Conventicle to adherents or diſciples of mine, as my 
doQrinc to them , as my anſwers ſeeme to depolc, or at 
lealt as the Regiſter ſet it downe andis inthe Sentence, 
But they were written in defence of the calling of the 
Miniſters of the Church of England, and of the Sacra- 
ment of Baptiſme here adminittred againſt the Separa- 
tis and Anabaptiſts , who denyed the ſame, and was 
pullifhed in print with licence of the Biſhop of Londwy 
being firlt viewed over by him(elfe and by his appoint- 
ment by Malter Craſhaw , then Miniſter of White-Chap- 
pell , whodid alſo approve of the faine, and ſuſcribeto 
them, which is well knowne to be true.

places, as the Scriptures ſpeake, and experience (lamen- 
table ) hath a lang time and often proved, yet notwith- 
ding , I undoubtedly belceve, that Biſhops have Þ een, 
or may , and; ſhall be found to be of the ]itle ones 
borne of God, | and ſo of Chriſts true Church, againf 
which the gates o7 hell ſhall not prevayle, &c. When 
many a one of as low a place in the Church as Mater 
Rybrowgh (hall come thore of being of that number, For 
I know that he that is greateſt may be as the lcaſt, and he 
that is chiete, as him that ſerveth, according to the 
word and commandemeat of Chrilt, And it greatlyeun- 
cerneth every ſuch one foto be., and to beare with his 
weake Chriſtian brother, and not to conſtraine him 
with any kind of violence, either in words or deeds 10 
doc things againſt his conſcience» which he is not, nor 
can yet be perſwaded of, though otherwiſe lawful], be- 
cauſe whatſoever is not of faith is finnc. That fo ruling 
in wiſe-ome, and ju3ging alwayes righteous judgement, 
inſtrufting wich truth in the (piric of meckeneſſe and 
love , ſhewing mercy with good works of chari.y , hee 
way receive double honour of his Chriſtian brethren , 
and ſo continuing , be found one of thoſe of whom 
Canriit ſayeth , Bleſſed is that Servant whom his Lord when he 
commeth ſhall find ſo doiny. But otherwiſe, if any one (0 
intrulted in place of authority, ſhall begin td (mite his 
fellowes, tocatean1 drinke with the drunuken,&c. the 
ſame ſervants Lord will come in a day that hee is not 
awarc of &c, and will hew him in pceccs, and give him 
his portion with hypocrites. 

And John Okey, the man that vowed bee would not 
leave metill he made me try, to this of the fourth Arti- 
cle he depoſcth ſaying, 

T hat be knoweeth that the ſat1 Echerington held , that hee 


wa « Elias, left ajone, and that be knew none 10 be of the viſible 
Church of God tut him{elfe.

Firſt, for the words of Okey, they are a very falſe accu- 
ſation in both places. I never held, neicher aftirmed- 
nor thought any ſuch thing of my ſelfe, but doe hold it 
a vile and wicked thing for any man foto thinke, much 
more to affirme of himſclfc or of any other. How Oley 
knoweth that I held this of my ſelfe » which he depoſeth 
in the firſt place, or who heard me affirme (o of my ſclfe, 
in the ſecond place he mentioneth not. And for him» he 
isa man that I never had any acquaintance or dealing 
with, neither have I beene in his company, to my know- 
ledge, one halfe houre together in my lite, nor have ſpo-

God forbid, for I ſee and beare with 
the cares and eyes of my ſouk , the groanes, the chaynes and teare; 
of ſeven thouſand, whoſe obedience us greater then mite , and of 
which number 1 am the leaſt and a4 a poore and milerable , and 
borne out of 11 me , am not worthy to be one of them , and thu u ſbe 
rh once Balam walkes in thy ſtreets, and all the earth wat file 
led with her beauty,&c, And a little before in the ſame 
page of the booke he ſayeth, Whoſe madeit conntenance, why,e 
eþ 1it aud comely Fieps walkg in or ſirect ; Ec, meaning here 10 
England, himſelte being an Engliſh man. 

So that Henry Robrowgh doth here alſo declare hin- 
ſelte to be a very evill minded man in ſeverall reſpeRts, 
Firſt, in that bee altereththe Authors words, where he 
layeth , T bat be kpuwerh no one this day after the feb that ta- 
keth parti with bim, | and ſets it downe , that hee knoweth 
no man in the fleſh that holdeth with him» as if the Au- 
thor meant and :thrmed;that there was no man living of 
his opinion ,ſo altering not onely his words » but his 
very intent and meaning to another purpoſe, for ſoit is

Sceendly, in that hce leaveth the words going te-

nor Separatiſt, Ard for others, I know there is nota 
man: living that can eruely fay , much lefſe depoſe, that

pratiſes, ſo that their ceſtimonies to theſe things alſo » 
are all likewiſe falſe, 

This hath beene the  pallage and proceeding of this by- 
fnefle and cauſe againſt me, theſe be the things contat- 
ned in the ſentence, and theſe be the teſtimonies that are 
for proote of them , for which , and whereupon I was 
cenfured by the high Commiſſion Coart on the laſt day 
of'Novemb.r 1626, noc having any defencc, nor being 
heard what I could ſay for my ſelfe. 

The ſentence or judgement of the Court is this, T was 
fined five hundred poun1s to the King , to pay coſt of 
ſuit, I was committed to the new prifon there to re- 
maine during the pleaſure of the Court, and injoynedto 
make a oublike recantation in ſuch words asfhould be ſer

And although Maſter Dexiſen had prevailed thus farre» 
and that I was layed up in prifon, yet was he not herewith 
latisfied, but in che beginning of Hillary terme next fol- 
lowing, he moved and requeſted to the Archbiſhop and 
the Court , that hz mighe preach at Pax the 
hſt Sunday in the ſaid Terme » and that I ſhould bee 
brought to ſtand there before him daring his Ser- 
mon, which his requeſt as unreaſonable and unnatu» 
rall as it was, (by Sir Henry Martins meanes ) was ſoone 
granted him. And I was by a Purſuivant and a pe the 
lanie day, brought ro ſtand there before him, in the view 
of the people, and being come to the place, - having 
a Paper contayning the chiefe thin s of the ſentence, 
Written with large Lettcrs, which 1 taking in my 
hand, proteſted againſt unto the people, as tally charg'd 
upon me, and fallly, by falſe wit » de againſt 
me, But they , the Purſuivant and keeper laying hold of 
my armes took the Paper from me;tnd pled it on my 
breſt,and ſo held me t A the 
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looſe, 
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looſe,and promiſed that I would not remove it,that ſabe 
my dverlacy and proſecutor wight make open ſhew of 
me the perſon whom he had {© loog hunted for, and ha- 
ving me nowunder his clawes , might prey on me at his 
plealurc, and make knowne to all men, that what he had 
done before in his Pulpits, without & againſt all Law and 
Chriltianity , he coul.4 doe now boldly with authority, 
An41 how inalicioufly , contemptuoully , andfallly , he 
thcre ſpake and dealt, (reviling me by the names of) this 
ſeducers this Woovlte [ohn Etheringtons that ſtands heere 

efore you, this Varlce, Hereticke, Famililt, wich odry 
other vilegfalſe, and evill ſpeeches which he there uttered 
of me. many that then heard him can witncfle, 

And fo, I having ſtood there before him about the ſpace 
of three houres-he took forth a Paper wherein the words 
for my recantation (which the Court had ordered) were 
Written, and began to read them, faying; Whereas ] 
John Etherington ſtand by the depoſits. ns of ſundry wimeſes ju- 
dicially concitled before the Kings Majeſties Commiſſioncrs ag»

Iq all which, how unchriſtian-like, and unnaturally I 
have becne delt withall, by this Steven Deniſan, how cvill, 
falſe » and diſhoneſt his witneſſes bave manifcited chem» 
ſelves to be in their praftiſes and depofitions And how 
rightly and upon what juſt grounds the Court hath pro- 
— impriſoned , appoynted, and given -way 
for all things to paſle and be doneagainſt me, I re. | 
ferre $0 the judicious underſtanding Chriſtian Reader, / 
of what cſtate or calling ſoever, to weigh and conlider. 

I doe contefle, that one Maſter Denifm had done his 
pleaſure againſt me at the Crolle , I having complayned 
of the great wrong [ had(uſtained by him& his witneſſes, 
firſt by a letter that I wrote to the Biſhop, then of Dur-
